Laboratory Investigations Toss Doubt 
On Reliability of Drunk Driver Tests 



NEW YORK, July 37. tUPI) — 
Careful laboratory InvestlgoUons 
which Involved making five young 
men mildly . Intoxicated have 
thrown dqubt on the absolute reir 
obUlty of the brtalhc-lnto-o-bal' 
loon test to find out -It o person 
Is drunk or not drunk. 

This Is a teat used by poUi 
around the countrr. Many courts 
accept lis results as conclusive and 
many o person has gone to Jail for 
drunken driving because of 11. The 
basis ot tlie test'ts o measurtimenl 
ot. the-aleeihnl. In the. air which 
suspect breathes Into a tmlkun. 

Dr. J. Chandler Smith, Westpm 
Bfijerve university, Cleveland, teet- 
ed this test exliausUvely in hit 
laboratory with lUs five hamaa 
subjects and found that all the-as- 
BUmptlons which It mokes ore sub- 
ject to vorlotlon from person to 
person ond under dltftulng cir- 
cumstances.
